Assistant city clerk provides new update on Elba’s 
FEMA buyout program from Christmas 2015 flood

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held Mon- 
day evening, Aug. 10, assis- 
tant city clerk Pat Boothe 
provided the council with 
an update on the ongoing 
FEMA buyout program 
from the Christmas 2015 
flood in Elba. 

Boothe said the city 
closed on six properties July 
21st from the first group in 
the program. She said three 
additional properties would 
be closed on as soon as 
some additional needed pa- 
perwork is in place. 

Out of the six homes al- 
ready closed on, Boothe 
said five had been inspected 
for asbestos and came back 
negative. Therefore, she 
said demolition of the prop- 
erties is upcoming with the 
first set to begin Thursday, 
Aug. 13th. She said the 
hope was to demo two more 
next week and so forth. 

Boothe said there are 18 
properties included in the 
second group of homes in 
the buyout program, and she 
said the attorney had re- 
ceived the title search on 15 
of those 18 properties. She 
said the appraiser already is 
working on those as well. 

The assistant city clerk 
also noted that crews were 
behind this summer with 
grass cutting around the 
city. She said it had recently 
been approved to allow 
overtime to allow for the 


grass cutting to be worked 
on more and caught up. 

As for the ongoing water 
meter replacement project 
for the city, Boothe said 
about 500 water meters had 
been replaced as of Monday 
night’s council meeting. She 
said this project was moy- 
ing along really well. 

Police Chief Leslie Hus- 
sey told council members 
that things had been fairly 
routine with his department 
the past few weeks, until a 
thunderstorm Monday after- 
noon wreaked havoc at the 
department. He said it ap- 
peared the department took 
a direct hit from lightning 
with that storm, and it had 


knocked out the phones, 
computers, and more at the 
department. This happened 
around 3:45 Monday after- 
noon, and the chief said the 
necessary repair folks al- 
ready were either working 
on the issues or on their way 
to work on them Monday 
night. He said the depart- 
ment would get things up 
and running again as soon 
as possible. 

He assured the council, 
however, that 911 would 
still work. He said if the 
Elba dispatch was unable to 
take 911 calls that those

Governor announces $100 million of CARES Act funding to nursing homes and hospitals 


Governor Kay Ivey on 
Friday, Aug. 7, awarded 
$100 million of the Corona- 
virus Relief Fund to support 
two grant programs of up to 
$50 million each for nursing 
homes and hospitals for the 
purpose of responding to 
and mitigating the COVID- 
19 public health emer- 
gency. 

“While there are many 
aspects of COVID-19 that 
we still don’t know, one 
thing that isn’t in dispute is 
our seniors and those with 
preexisting health con- 
ditions fair the worst when 
contracting the virus,” Goy- 
ernor Ivey said. “Protecting 
our most vulnerable citizens 
remains a priority for my 
administration, and it is in- 
cumbent to ensure that our 
nursing homes and hospitals 
have every tool possible to 
mitigate the spread of 


COVID-19 as well as keep 
their staff and health care 
professionals safe as they 
offer exceptional care to 
those who are ill.” 

This allocation of up to 
$50 million will be for op- 
erational costs that are 
COVID-19 related, such as 
PPE, cleaning, personnel 
costs and other costs in- 
curred related to the pan- 
demic. The Alabama 
Nursing Home Association 
Education Foundation, a 
non-profit (c)(3), previously 
received $18.27 million to 
provide baseline testing for 
coronavirus and proactive 
surveillance of the virus for 
health care personnel and 
residents of nursing home 
facilities across Alabama.

For what it is worth.... 


***T roasted with a hundred or so Elba Tiger football 
fans at Tiger Stadium last Thursday night to watch the 
Tigers in action at a controlled scrimmage, and even though 
it was only their second day in pads the players put on a 
good show and pumped up the spirits of their fans. It was 
interesting for me to see the new offense and defense in- 
stalled by new head coach Mare Sieving, and while there 
were a few minor hiccups along the way, the players seemed 
comfortable on both sides of the ball and seemed to have a 
good grasp of the changes. Elba is down in numbers and 
may not have the depth as many teams in years past, but 
have some playmakers on both sides of the ball and should 
be fun to watch and even more fun to support once the sea- 
son kicks off. 

*** The list of Alabama high schools that won’t line up 
for the 2020 football season reached five last week when 
the Choctaw County Board of Education voted that all fall 
sports at Southern Choctaw and Choctaw County be de- 
layed for at least nine weeks. The nine-week delay resulted 
in both schools making the decision to officially cancel the 
upcoming football season. The board made it clear that all 
winter and spring sports were not affected by the decision, 
and that as of now basketball would be played. Both schools 
compete in Class 1A, Region 2, in football, and since the 
region only includes seven teams, it means four of the five 
teams still competing will advance to the state playoffs. The 
two schools join Barbour County, Sumter County and 
Greene County as those making the decision to cancel the 
football season. 

*** The Southeastern Conference completed the foot- 
ball schedules of its member schools last weekend and 
many of the college sportswriters are already pointing 
fingers and accusing the SEC officials of giving Alabama 
and LSU early Christmas presents. All SEC teams already 
had their six divisional opponents and two out of division 
foes on their schedules. So, with the decision to play a 10- 
team schedule against nothing but conference teams, the 
SEC office added two games to all the schedules. Alabama’s 
two new games will be against Kentucky and Missouri, 
while LSU saw Missouri and Vanderbilt added to its slate, 
It is true the two new games won’t scare a lot of Crimson 
Tide or Bengal Tiger fans, but college football is a big busi- 
ness, and remember the old saying “follow the money.” Oh 
yea, Auburn picked up two pretty solid teams in Tennessee 
and South Carolina, but the real losers were Arkansas, 
which picked up Georgia and Florida; Missouri, which 
added Alabama and LSU; and, Tennessee, which added 
Texas A & M and Auburn. 

*** The University of Alabama released the salaries of 
its ten on-field coaches recently, and while it may be hard 
to work for head coach Nick Saban, it does pay well! The 
ten coaches make a combined salary of almost $9 million 
per year, led by offensive coordinator Steve Sarkisian at 
$2.5 million and defensive coordinator Pete Golding at 
$1.225 million. Defensive back coach Charles Kelly is the 
highest paid position coach with an annual salary of 
$800,000, followed closely by tight-ends coach Jeff Banks 
($725,000) and defensive line coach Freddie Roach 
($700,000). The lowest paid position coach is wide receiver 
coach Holmon Wiggins, who makes a measly $475,000. Di- 
rector of Sports Science David Ballou will make a cool 
$500,000 this season, while his assistant Matt Rhea will be 
paid $450,00 this season. The hours may be long, but the 
pay ain’t bad. 

*** Tt was interesting last week to read that Troy and 
Middle Tennessee were in serious discussions to play a 
‘home and home’ series this season in an attempt to get in 
as many games as possible. According to reports from the 
folks up in Tennessee, the teams are looking to playing on 
either Sept. 5 or Sept. 19 in Murphreesboro, with the re- 
match set for Noy.21 in Troy. It is rare for a college team, 
or even a high school team, to play the same team twice in 
the same season, but with all the cancellations across the 
nation due to the pandemic teams have been forced to be 
creative. Troy has lost home games with Arkansas Pine 
Bluff and North Carolina State, as well as a road game with 
Tennessee, while Middle Tennessee has lost games with 
Duke, Virginia Tech and UConn. Unless a team or teams 
can be found to fill in the holes, the Trojans will play only 
one game the entire month of September. Hey, in this wild 
and crazy season anything goes!

Elba Tigers are hard at work as season nears 


The Elba Tigers practiced 
under the lights last Thurs- 
day night to give their fans 
a preview of what to look 
for in the upcoming season, 
and under the direction of 
the Tiger coaching staff put 
in a solid two-hour scrim- 
mage on a hot and humid 
night on Mack Wood Field. 

“Considering it was just 
our second practice in pads 
I thought it went well,” said 
new Elba Tiger head coach 
Mare Sieving. “Our goal 
was to get everyone on film 
in a variety of game type 
situations and to get every- 
one on the field. From that 
standpoint it was a success, 
because every single player 
got the chance to play mul- 
tiple positions on both the 
first and second units, and 
we got it all on tape to allow 
us to sit down and see just 
how everyone did. It is 
never as good as one may 
think nor as bad as one may 
think when you are on the 
field with the players, but 
the film doesn’t lie, and we 
now have a gauge to see just 
where we are and where we 
need to spend some extra 
time in the days to come.” 

“On offense we spotted 
some problems in the offen- 
sive line that will have to be 
corrected,” added Sieving, 
“but that is why we practice, 
and it is hard to work on 
blocking in shorts. Our 
backs ran hard and made 
some big plays and every- 


one seemed to be on the 
same page when a play was 
called. Like I said, we did 
have a few breakdowns in 
the line and didn’t do as 
good a job passing as we 
would have liked. However, 
for the first real scrimmage 
in pads it really wasn’t that 
bad.” 

“Over on defense,” said 
Coach Sieving, “we really 
got after it and passed some 
big licks. Both the first and 
second units held their own 
and played hard, and when 
they play hard we can help 
them as coaches do get 
better. Our second unit gave 
up some big plays to the 
first offense, but that was 
expected, and even with the 
mistakes I thought. the 
younger guys did a god job 
and showed us they want to 
be on this team and want to 
play.” 

“T think we did a good job 
on the kicking game and ey- 
eryone got the chance to 
pursue the ball down the 
field and get in some 
sprints,” said Sieving. “The 
kicking game is a vital part 
of the overall team that we 
work on a great deal, and it 
was good to get the chance 
to get in some live punting 
and extra-point plays in the 
scrimmage. There is ob- 
viously work to do. Ho- 
wever, for the first 
scrimmage and the first 
time on the big field under 
the lights we felt good.”

Football fans will be allowed in the bleachers 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health notes that 
a memo issued Thursday by 
the Alabama High School 
Athletic Association 
(AHSAA) says spectators 
will be allowed to attend 
football games and other 
athletic events, but atten- 
dance likely will be signifi- 
cantly reduced. Under the 
state’s current Safer at 
Home public health order: 

“Players, coaches, offi- 
cials, and spectators may 
not congregate within 6 feet 
of a person from another 
household except to the ex-

tent necessary, and only to 
the extent necessary, for 
players, coaches, and offi- 
cials to directly participate 
in the athletic activity.” That 
six-foot distancing rule for 
spectators likely will signif- 
icantly reduce attendance at 
most football stadiums and 
at many other sports ven- 
ues. 

Spectators must wear a 
mask or other facial cover- 
ing that covers the nostrils 
and mouth at all times while 
within 6 feet of person from 
another household. Limited 
exceptions are allowed, 
such as for children who 
have not yet entered second 
grade and for people with 
medical conditions that pre- 
vent them from wearing a 
facial covering. 

State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris noted that the

sued last month “was 
created to mitigate - not 
eliminate - the risk of 
COVID-19.” The memo is- 
sued Thursday says schools 
are “strongly encouraged to 
establish and follow pol- 
icies for limiting event at- 
tendance in order to 
comply” with the current 
public health order, and to 
require fans to wear facial 
coverings while entering 
and exiting the gates, while 
in the stands, and else- 
where. Dr. Harris stressed 
that the current public 
health order applies to 
schools and school-related 
events. 

In addition, all persons 
with symptoms and all per- 
sons with known exposure 
to a COVID-19 positive 
case must quarantine for at 
least 14 days. Persons who 
are awaiting test results for 
COVID-19 should also re- 
main at home until they re- 
ceive results and guidance 
from their physician, health- 
care provider, or the health 
department.

Responses. are 
confidential, and individual 
responses will be aggre- 
gated. 

The survey will be open 
for at least six weeks and 
will be closed once USDA 
receives a 30% response 
rate.

Carter, in Alabama Outdoor 
News, Lake Guntersville is 
always on everybody’s list 
of top bass lakes in the 
country. The lake runs 75 
miles on the Tennessee 
River, from near the Ten- 
nessee state line to the town 
of Guntersville. Its miles 
of shallow flats are filled 
with grass, and the water is 
very fertile. It is the perfect 
bass factory, producing fat 
largemouth with some 
smallmouth and spots pres- 
ent too. 

Just as COVID-19 has 
impacted all sports, it has 
changed the face of bass 
tournament fishing. Its 
guidelines imposed several 
restrictions for the safety of 
the anglers, captains, and 
supporters. Face coverings 
were required at registra- 
tion, launch, and weigh-in. 
As anglers were in line for 
these events, they were re- 
quired to maintain six-foot 
social distancing. Spec- 
tators were encouraged to 
watch Facebook Live for all 
events. 

There was a three fish 
limit for each day. 
Throughout the season until 
the last tournament there 
was a five fish limit. The 
size limit imposed was 15 
inches Largemouth, Spots, 
and Smallmouth, Tennes- 
see Smallmouths had to be 
18 inches, and they were al- 
lowed to keep only one of 
them. 

Both anglers carried their 


fish to the scales and had to 
wear a buff or face cover- 
ing. Pictures were taken by 
the official photographers 
and posted on the BASS 
Nation High School Face- 
book page. 

Following weigh-in and 
pictures, the fish were taken 
directly to the fish care tank 
and later returned to the 
lake for future anglers to 
catch. 

Having said all of this, 
the first season of the Zion 
Chapel High School Bass 
Team has come to an end. 
The team members admit 
they have learned so much. 
Their captains, sponsors, 
families, and community 
could not be more proud of 
these three teams. 

The results of the state 
championship tournament, 
out of 197 boats and two 
days of fishing, DeVos/Lee 
with 7.67pounds, 14st 
place; and Padgett/Young 
with 15.44 pounds, placed 
61st. As stated earlier, they 
were fishing with the best of 
the best, and this was their 
first year. 

To wrap up the season, 
the coaches honored the an- 
glers and their captains with 
a banquet Friday, July 31st. 
A few other guests were 
honored as well. 

The coaches stressed this 
dream would not have be- 
come a reality without the
